It is given up by those qualitied 
to judge, that it ia not the severity of 
punishment altogether, but the certain- 
ty that causes the offender to fear and 
respect the lews. It is doubtful whether 
lynching ever does bear good fruit, and 
terrible results often follow. Judge 
Lynch may sometimes create a tear in 
the vicioua, but can never secure his re 
sped; but S just and certain administra- 
tion of the laws always secures both fear 
and respect. If there is oo general stat- 
ute to meet such cases of outraged do 
cency our Legislature should lose no 
time in paaeing one, and for an adequate 
punishment. Confining in jail to pay 
the fine only redoubles the county's ex- 
penses without abating offenses. We 
have seen such cases effectually met by 
providing county farms and work -bouses 
and compelling the offender to pay bis 
or her fines by the sweat of his brow

There are in this country about 
twenty-five million adults. If the fret 
ooinage scheme for "putting the 
money in tho pockets of the people” 
was adopted, each man and woman 
would hsve to carry round with them 
twentr five big silver dollars in order 
that "the people” might have in their 
possession nil the money of the coun- 
try. Of course it wonld never do to 
let the wicked baukers have the pree 
ions white metal disks on de|>osit, so 
checks could not be used fur large 
purchases. Thu necessity for a woman 
carrying two or three pounds of silvor 
on a shopping expedition would be one 
pleasing result of the cheap money ex- 
periment. Merchants would build 
special vaults for holding their re- 
ceipts, and wo would be back again to 
the primitive condition of bartering 
goods for metal. 

There may be a few people in this 
oonntry who honestly believe the sil- 
verite charge, that the ohange in onr 
coinage laws by which tho silver dol- 
lar was omitted from the list of legal 
tender coins, was brought about by 
British inlluence. Of course the story 
about the bribery of Congress by the 
English banker, Ernest Soyd, is a stu- 
pid lie, yet it is repeated as a freo 
coinage argument To all the at- 
tempts to make it appear that 
Great Britain is anxious to have other 
couptnes adopt tho gold standard, 
there ia one conclusive reply. For 
over a hundred rears India, with more 
than two hundred million* of people, 
ha* been governed l>y the British. 
Yet the silver ntandard was established 
and is still maintained in India by the 
British Government. Does that look 
a* though ttie British gold bugs were 
engaged in "striking down the silver 
money” of the world? 

Free Coinage BNsretcd. 

The Sound Currency Committee of 
the Reform Club has just issued a 
short pamphlet entitled "Free Coin- I 
age Dissected.”

A to- 
tal of $1,852,000,000 is used by these 
countries alone. This silver, though 
coined, circulates onlr at it* bullion 
value. In addition to this, can the 
silver mines afford to continue in- 
creasing th«ir production, as they 
have, from 381,000,000 in 1873, to 
$214,481,000 in 1800 on a market 
which ha* risen 100 per cent? The 
volume to be rnioed iu value extends 
to the earth deposit* as well as to that 
heretofore mined. 

We were unable to keep the valne 
of silver up to gold under the Free 
Coinage act of 1702. We were un- 
able to keep gold up to silver under 
the Free Coinngeact of 1834. France 
and her associates in the Latin Union 
found themselves unable to keep sil- 
ver up to gold in 1874. The failure 
of tlieso practical tost*, under far 
more favorable circumstances than 
those of the present, demonstrated bow 
how ridiculous is the claim of the sil- 
ver advocate*. 

These facts, fairly considered by 
any one, will bring the conclusion that 
free coinage at 1C to 1 means the use 
of no coin but silver ; means a new 
standard of measure equal in value to 
tho present commercial value of tho 
bullion now pnt into a silver dollar ; 
moan* a new dollar worth onlr ap- 
proximately half a* much as the pres- 
ent dollar, and the measure of all 
values by this new standard. 

The immediate effect of the election 
of a President committed to snch a 
policy would be the separation of the 
gol I and silver dollar, the gold dollar 
going topremium of about two for one. 

We would lose at ouoe $678,000,000 
of gold now in circulation and now in 
tho Treasury. The greenbacks and 
Treasury notes— $375,000,000 — which 
would still remain outstanding, would 
be hoarded, iu tho hope that a free 
silver bill, if passed at all, would be 



Instead of free silver at 16 to 1, 
which means silver monometallism, a 
contraction of the currency, and a 
temporary and permanent injury to 
bnsineae, which had been described, 
the Secretary urged the necessity for 
a sound-money currency, consisting 
of gold, silver, and paper, bat every 
dollar kept a* good as any other dol- 
lar.

CURED OF FREE SILVER. 

President Max Robinson, of the 
Georgia branch of the T. P. A., is 
showing his friends a 52c. silver dol- 
lar and telling them how a few days m 
i Mexico ia pretty opt to convert the 
strongest free silvente into the most 
ardent sound money man. 

The 52c. silver dollar is a Mexican 
dollar with more intrinsic valne than 
j our silver dollar ; that is, there is 
more silver in it than there ia in one of 
Uncle Ham’s silver dollars. Neverthe- 
less it is worth juBt the bullion value, 
or 52c., and that ia all it brings iu 
the country that coins it and at its 



soon repealed. This would take place owa mints when it is hot from 



immediately after the election of a 
President in November, 1896, and 
probably even aftor the nomination 
by either of tho great parties of a free 
silver candidate. Tho new President 
could not be inaugurated until March 
4, 1897. During tho six months or 
more before it would be possible to 
pass freo tilver logislutiou the con- 
traction of the currency just described 
would precipitate the most serious 
consequences. Those owing gold 
obligations would put a sirain npon 
tho remaining silver currency and 
bank notes, to buy gold to rneot their 
gold obligations. 

Tho curreucy, consisting of checks 
and bills of exchange, amounting to 
95 per cent, of our entire currency, 
would go out of use iu consequence of 
loss of confidence and credit, and the 
result would be the withdrawal of 97) 
per cent, of our entiro currency and 
the paralysis of business would imrne- J 
diately follow. Bunks would be 
raided by their depositors. 1 
Creditors would aeek to enforce 
their debts before the reduction of 
the standard to tho silver basis. No I 
extension of debts would be given to j 
anybody, except where payable iu 
gold at increasing rates of interest. 
Long time debts are iu gold. The 
amount to be paid on them would not 
bo reduoed. Indebtedness uot pay- 
able iu gold would be oolleoted at 
once or the property owued by tho 
debtors taken from them. Merchants 
would fail, workiueu be idle, farm | 
products without a market, aud pov- 
erty aud distress found ou all sides. 

I do not believe that a President 
would ever approve such legislation, 
elected upon u platform with a Con- 
gress pledged to pass it. The calarn- 1 
itous effects following such uu election 
would bring to them the prayers of 
the very men who elocted them, ap- 
pealing for the defeat of such legisla- 
tion. But if such a law should pass it 
would not be until the later part of 
1897. Theu a general adjustment to 
the new standard would be uecessary. 
Prices being temporarily reduoed ou 
aecouut of the pauie, it would tie 
some mouths before the actual effect 
could be told and the real value of 



dies. 

Mr. Robinson got his silver dollar 
at the Mexican mint. It was one of a 
number coined while the traveling 
men visited the mint and each ofjthem 
paid 52c. in United States currency 
for the Mexican dollar. If the United 
I States adopts free coinage Mr. Robin- 
son has made arrangements to have 
shipped to him a carload of Mexican 
dollars at New Orleans, there to be 
minted into United States coins at a 
handsome protit, provided, like the 
Mexican dollar, there is not too rapid 
a depreciation in their pnrohasing 
power. 

There were 350 traveling men in 
the party that invade 1 Mexioo. Among 
them were some free silverite, rabid 
white metal bugs, who were delighted 
that the motes in the eyes of their 
gold-washed brethem were to be dug 
oat by some practical illustrations of 
the advantages of free silver. The 
practical illustrations met them on all 
sides, all the way from tho Rio Grande 
to the door of the palace of President 
Diaz. Instead of the motes being in 
the eyes of the sound money men the 
free silverites discovered that there 
were large planks of errors in their 
optic*. They studied the situation 
bravely, confronted their lessous like 
men, took their owu medicine with- 
out n grimace aud when the return 
trip was made rendered thunks that 
tiiey were returning to a sound money 
couutry. Fifty-two cent dollars, 13c. 
calico, $12 flour, 20o. day labor, 
beauties of the regime of free silver, 
ebsuged the color of their views until 
they were liberally tinge-1 withvellow. 
It is doubtful if a white muiiomet- 
ullist came uaek from Mexico. — Savan- 
nah (Ga.) Press.

Two Sides to the tpi itlou. 

The present advocates of free coin- 
age forget that at this game of paying 
debts by legislation there ia room in 
the game for two sides. The Harrods- 
burg (Ky.) Democrat offers this 
warning : 

"Three-fourths of the people who 
favor free coinage without personal 
investigation have a sneaking idea 
that they can pay their debt easier 
with a debased currency than under 
tho present toilsome, slow-going pro- 
cess. Bat this is all a dream horn 
of the lurid imagination of yonr typi- 
cal free silver advocate. The credi- 
tor who holds a mortgage on the 
farmer’s land is not exactly an idiot 
himself, and the moment it becomes 
clear that free coinage at the 16 to 1 
ratio will be legalized in this conntry 
thousands of mortgages will be fore- 
closed by men who propose to have 
their loans paid in good money. The 
free silver dupe mar argue, with tears 
in his eyes, that the prioe of silver 
will be immediately jerked up to the 
desired poiut in the markets of the 
world as soon as our mints are opened 
to the metal. But the h ard-hearted 
creditor doesn’t belong to that class 
of reasoners, anti he will tarn the 
former ont, bag and baggage, unless he 
meets his overdue mortgage then and 
there with the money in whioh the 
creditor has confidence. Jnst before 
the dawn of that happy silver day — 
when the silver lining of the clouds 
will be coined into good Government 
dollars— Sheriffs will be perched 
aronnd on the worm fences in the 
conntry waiting for mortgages to ma- 
ture, like blackbirds watching a corn 
crop.” 

Prosperity of Arkansas Farmers. 

It surprised many people to find that 
the Arkansas delegates to the Cleve- 
land conventiou were against freo coin- 
age. One reason for their attitnde is 
undoubtedly found in the faot that 
Arkansas is now an uuusnally pros- 
perous State. Crops of all kinds were 
never more promising, and the farmers 
are more independent than ever be- 
fore. The Little Rock Gazette de- 
clares that any farmer who has "lived 
at home" for several years past — that 
is, has raised enough of other crops 
than cotton to avoid the necessity of 
pnrohasing supplies— mnst acknowl- 
edge that he is better off this year than 
he ever was in the past. The farmers 
in the northern and western parts of 
the State aro reported to be, as a rale, 
out of debt and w ith money in the 
bank, while many of them belong to 
the "creditor class’^and hold mortgages 
on city and town property. The re-

CREDITORS AM) DEBTORS. 

The advocates of free silver seek to 
create a olass feeling in favor of their 
scheme by representing the conntry 
as dividod into two classes, a large 
number of poor debtors and a small 
number of rich creditors. They ap- 
peal to the envy of those who have 
been unsuccessful in life by pretend- 
ing that the cause of their failnre is 
the oppression of the borrower by the 
lender, and nine-tenths of the* free 
coinage literature is devoted to in- 
vectives against the robber capitalist 
who has enslaved the poor farmer aud 
workingman. 

Like all other silverite arguments 
this of the debtor against creditor has 
no foundation in fact. In the first 
plaoe it lias been repeatedly shown 
that as a rnle the number of creditors, 
that is, meu and women who have 
money owing them by individuals, 
banks, insurance companies, etc., is 
much larger than that of those in 
debt. By far the greater part of the 
debts of this country is owed by a 
comparatively small number of per- 
sons or corporations, who have bor- 
rowed in large amounts the united 
savings of millions. It is only among 
the farmers that toe number of debt- 
ors appears to be larger than of

High Prices and Low Wages. 

The most stupid swindle for which 
it was ever attempted to gain the 
votes of the workingmen is the high- 
prices, dear-goods scheme of the 16 to 
1 silverites. It passes belief that any 
set of political agitators should have 
the impudence to ask the wage earn- 
ers of this country to help adopt the 
! cheap silver standard of ChinA, Mex- 
ioo and the small South American 
countries. On the admission of its ad- 
vocates the first effect of free coinage 
wonld be to reduce wages fifty per 
cent, by making food, clothes, rent, 
aud everything the workingman must 
buy for himself aud family, twice as 
dear as they are now. The result 
would be that all the luxuries and 
many of the necessities, which the 
wage earner is now able to buy, wonld 
be raised entirely out of his reach. 
The silverites say that wages would be 
doubled under free ooinage. But 
would they? The workingmen know 
that it is only by har 1 struggles, ex- 
tending over long periods, that small 
wage advances are secured. Are they 
williug to risk the certain doubling of 
prices for a possible increase iu 
wages? 



than real. A majority of tho farmers 
of the. country are not in debt, and 
I many of those who are have borrowed 
money from other farmers. These 
fact* prove that a law intended to 
benefit debtors at the expense of 
creditors would injure far more peo- 
ple than it wonld help. 

Another reason for condemning the 
silverite attempt to set class against 
class is the falsity of the elaim that 
the creditors are responsible for the 
poverty of the debtors. This idea 
would not be worthy of notice, 
were it not made the basis of the de- 
mand for laws whioh wonld wipe ont 
one-half of the debts of the country. 
To say that tho strong, thrifty, capa- 
ble aud industrious have caused the 
poverty of those who were less capable 
or fortunate, is absurd. On the con- 
trary, if tho assistance given by the 
creditor’s capital was not of greater 
benefit to the debtor than the interest 
which he pays, borrowing wonld cease. 
There is no law to compel men to bor- 
row, so the presumption is that the 
debtor must be satisfied that it will 
pay him to go in debt. Neither di- 
rectly nor indirectly is the man who 
has saved a little money to blame be- 
cause his neighbor finds it profitable 
to boirow. The complaint against 
creditors is founded on ignorance of 
tho service performed by the men who 
save and lend capital.

WHAT HAKES INTEREST HIUH. 

The readers of this do not need to 
have it explained that business activ- 
- ity depends in large measure upon • 
i low rate of interest, whioh is the most 
I conolnsive proof of plenty of money 
to be loaned. If I oan get capital at 
4 per cent, a year, I may build a fac- 
tory and employ hands and carry on 
i an industry snocessfally and with 
profit to myself, where if I had to pay 
i 6 or 7 per cent, for the money, or 
coaid not borrow it at all, I might bn 
nnable to do so, and the faotory wonld 
remain unbuilt and the labor unem- 
ployed. How are we to have interest 
cheap and money abundant? Capital- 
ists are no worse than other men. But 
they are no better. They are jnst like 
yourselves. What would you do? 
Suppose there were a lot of men who 
advocated the passage of a law that, 
after yon had loaned ont money on 
gold valne, wonld force yon to accept 
silver values in return — would you bn 
in a hurry to lend money? Would 
i you not rather keep it locked ap in a 
trust company or else 'loan it only at 
high interest and for short terms? 
And then, if this agitation stopped 
and every one became satisfied that 
there wonld be no interfeienoe with 
! the standard of valnes, and that capi- 
; tal when loaned ont wonld be safe and 
i would he repaid in money as good as 
I loaned, would not yon — would not 
every capitalist — be prompt to offer to 
i loan, his funds at interest, however 
i low, rather thau let them remain idle? 

This country to-day affords an ob- 
ject lesson of this. In those parts of 
the country where the people believ* 
that onr currency is safe and that no 
change in its staudard is likely to 
take place, plenty of money can be 
i had ( at 4 and 5 per cent. , while in those 
, parts of the oountry in whioh the peo- 
ple are confident that free coinage 
legislation will be had, and that a loan 
made for any long time ahead may be 
repaid in depreciated silver, there i* 
scarcely a place where yon oan borrow 
money on very long time at all, ex- 
cept on gold contracts, or even on 
short time, at less rates than 6 or 8 
per cent. Free silver would not add 
a dollar to the real wealth of the West 
or South. Bat the apprehension of it 
has kept from those sections of the 
oountry the millions upon millions of 
capital that, had they been invested 
there, might have made suoh prosper- 
ity as the world has not seen since th« 
sun shone upon Eden. — Hon. John 
DeWitt Warner, in Free Coinage Dis- 
sected. 

Donbliug the Wheat Crop. 

A proposition to doable the wheat 
crop by measuring it in "bushels” one- 
half of the present size would be 
laughed at by every intelligent far- 
mer. No one would be deceived into 
thinking that the quantity of wheat 
grown would be any larger though it 
was called twice as many bushels. 
But when it comes to measuring val- 
ues, instead of quantities, a great 
many people are victims of the curious 
delusion that by adopting a staudard 
of value worth only half of that now 
used, this country would at once 
double the value of all the produots of 
labor. They are entirely mistaken. 
Changing the measure would uot in 
the slightest degree increase the real 
value in use or exchange of the good* 
measured, and the pretense of the sil- 
verites that free coinage would doubla 
the value of all property is maraly a 
fraud by which they hope to fool tho 
people into votiug for fifty oent dol- 
lars.

Zebras. 

The rapidity with which the differ- 
ent Zebras have been exterminated, 
owing to the advance of civilization in 
South Africa, is shown by reference to 
such works us that of Sir Cornwallis 
Harris, written in 1840, in which the 
author tells us that the qnagga was at 
that time found in “interminable 
herds,” bands of many hundreds be- 
ing frequently seen, while he describe* 
Burchell’s Zebra as congregating in 
herds of eighty or 100, and abounding 
to a great extuut ; but now, after the 
expiration of but fifty years, the one 
j species is extinct or practically so, 
while the other has been driven much 
further afield, and its numbers are 
yearly being reduced. 

This author’s description of the com- 
mon Zebra is well worth repeating. 
He saya: “Seeking the wildest and 
most sequestered spots, the haughty 
troops are exceedingly difficult to ap 
proach, os well on account of theii 
watchful habits nnd extreme agility 
ami Heetuesnof foot as from the abrupt 
aud inaccessible nature of their high- 
land abode. Under the special charge 
of a sentinel, so posted on some rnlja 
cent crag as to command u view of 
every avenue of approach, the check 
ered herd whom 'painted skins adorn’ 
is to be viewed perambulutiug some 
rocky ledge, on which the rifle ball 
alone can reach them.
